“VALPARAISO (Chile), Oct. 22.—[By 
Cable and Associated Press.| The con- 
dition of two of the six injured saflors 
from the Baltimore, who were wounded 
in an attack by the Chilean man-of-war’s 
men last week, is now considered ,crit- 
ical. The names of the injured Ameri- 
cans are Hamilton, Talbot, Turmbunil, 
Anderson, Davidson and Panter. Capt. 
Schley of the Baltimore has again been 
assured by the Intendente of the city 
that he will make a thorough investiga- 
tion into the affair and punish all Chil- 
eans who are shown to have taken part. 
in the assault. 

So far as the matter has already been 
looked into, all facts goto prove that 
gross cruelty was practiced upon, the 
Americans and that the murderous as- 
sault was altogether unprovoked, Eiv- 
ery government official who ex-

TROUBLED PARAGUAY. 


A Revolt Suppressed by the Govern- 
ment Troops After a Battle. 

Buenos Oct. 22.—|By Cable 
and Associated Press.] Advices re- 
ceived from Assumpcion. the capital of 
the Republic of Paraguay, bring news 
of an attempt there to overthrow Pres- 
ident Gonzales. 
lution, however, was promptly sup- 
pressed by troops ioyal to the. govern-. 
ment. Full details are not yet procur- 
able, but it is known that there has 
been an uneasy feeling there anda 
spirit of hostility for some time past. 

The trouble originated in political 
rivalries and disappointed ambition, 
the ‘‘outs’’ scheming against the ‘‘ins.’’ 
and the’ latter leaving no stone un- 
turned to crush their opponents polit- 
ically. and otherwise, This jealous 
rivalry continued to grow in strength 
until the government’s opponents some 
days ago boldly threw off the mask, and 
collecting the most desperate of their 
adherents they made an appeal to the 
people, armed themselves and sought 
to wrest the reins of power from the 
properly-censtituted authorities, claim- 
ing that the. latter had in many ways 
abused the trust vested in them. 

The government immediately sent a 
force of troops to put down the insur- 
rection. An engagement took place 
between the government troops and 
revolutionists. which reaulted in the 
defeat and flight of the latter.” The ia- 
surgents were so badly routed that they 
were compelled to fly from the territory 
of Paraguay and seek refuge within 
the border of Argentine Republic. 
The Argentine government was notified 
of this fact and sent instructions to the 
frontier authorities ordering that all 
Paraguans with arms in their posses- 


gion on this side of the frentier should 


be disarmed. This was done without 
anv difficulty. the defeated revolution- 


ists readily surrendering their weapons | 


when requested to do so by the Argen-_ 
tine officials.

There are sensational 
developments in the Colfax wrecking 
case, All this morning Officers True 
and Dyer were in conference in the 


Bherifs private office, with Al and Jeff 


Roberts, who were brought here last 
Saturday ona special from Colfax. It 
is said the officers have obtained pos- 
session of a letter written by one of the 
Roberts brothers in which he confesses 
that he has been lying to the efficers in 
regard tothe crime. He attempted to 
smuggle the letter out of jail, but it 
‘was intercepted by the officers. When 
confronted with his written admission 
‘of the crime, Roberts is said to have 
implicated his brother. 

Constable Dyer of Colfax said that 
the officers have a dead case against 
the prisoners. The constable! went be- 
fore Justice Henry about 10 o'clock 
and had warrants for the arrest of Al 
and Jeff Roberts properly certified. 
The warrants were issued in Piacer 
county and accuse the prisoners of 
the crime of trainwrecking. Both men 
were returned to Placer county today 
and are now in the county jail at An- 
burn. 

Coirax (Cal..) Oct. 22.—Jeffand Al 
Roberts, accused of train wrecking, 
were brought up from Sacramento today 
at 8 o’clock by Constable Dyer. They 
appeared pale and dejected -when they 
reached the depot and saw their ac- 
quaintances. They will be closely con- 
fined in jail until the time set for their 
preliminary examination, which will 
‘take place before Judge Stevens on 
Saturday morning at 10 o'clock. The 
accused were handcuffed together and 
were closely guarded. 

It ie said that the boys are very angry 
at each other and that if left alone in 
the same cell together they would 
fight. Al does not seem to mind his 
confinement much, but Jeff Ts 
very dejected. The jail is closely 
guarded in orderthat no one may at- 
tempt to release them.

Witness could not 
say whether he gave any directions as 
to his will at that time but he believed 
he did. When Timothy arrived, wit- 
ness had already made arrangements to 
go away, but delayed inorder to wel- 
come him, and witness then told Tim- 
othy that he had to go to Barrington to 
look after work and went. Witness 
learned that Timothy ‘had managed 
his mother's affairs for a num- 
ber of years, but never heard 
any discussion as to whether he had 
received compensation or not. There 
was nosecrecy about the copartnership. 
He never heard his wife; between June 
1 and July 16, 1888, express any wish 
as to the disposition of any part of her 
property. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Burley 
called for the check books of the co- 
partnership. The Court ruled that 
they need not be produced, except spe- 
cial checks. 

Diaries kept by Mrs. Searles on trips 
abroad in 1887 and 1888 were read. 
The first entry inthe first was, ‘‘No- 
vember 8.—Married at Trinity chapel.”’ 
Eleven diaries were mostly filled with 
personal matters and descriptions of 
the trip. Jaruary 17, 1888, there is 
the entry: “I thought myself of second- 
ary consideration and expressing it, 
found it so.

That fall he received word 
from Timothy that Mrs. Hopkins was 
coming east to attend to her affairs at 
Great Barrington and asking if 
would assist her. In 1883 he went to 
Great Barrington to meet Mrs. Hopkins 
and registéred at the Berkshire House. 
When he was going out to supper a 
servant came and said that Mrs. Hop- 
kins expected him at @he house. He 
said he would stay where her was, 
but while he was at supper a ser- 
vant took his luggage to he house 
without his knowledge. Mrs. ‘ Hopkins 
gave him a2 commission to furnish the 
chapel at acost of about 312.000, and 
he gave it to his former employers, and 
received 10 per cent. commission.

HUNTED DOWN. 


Southern Pacific Train-robbers Caught 
in Texas. 


Three Surrender After a Running Fight— 
The Foarth Being Mortally Wounded 
Makes His Will and Blows 
His Brains Out.

New Orvrans, Oct. 22.—[By the As 
sociated Press.] The Times-Democrat’s 
“Full de- 
tails of the pursuit and capture of the 
Southern Pacific train-robbers reached 
here today. The posse struck the trail 
near Juno on Tuesday and pressed on.

They caught sight of the robbers at 3 
p.m. at a distance of 300 yardsin a_

Grierson Springs in Crockett county.

they are thought to have had designs 
upon. . 

“The posse approached unseen to

Capt. Jones ordered a charge 
when a running fight followed. Langs- 
don soon weakened and gave up and 
Tom Fields soon afterwards, finding 
himself hard pressed, surrendered. 
Wellington and Flint ran several miles, 
when the former’s horse was shot from 
under him. He left the animal and 
started up the side of the mountain, 
but Capt. Jones was right upon him 
and cut off his retreat, whereupon he 
surrendered. 

“Flint then ran at full speed a dis- 
tance of ten miles,'.firing back upon his 
pursuers as he went. The fire was re- 
turned and he was mortally wounded.

Burpie, and each individual bean, on 
account of the great scarcity of this 
particular brand, brings ‘a fabulous 
price in the New York markets, where 
last year they brought 10 cents apiece. 
This year the price dropped slightly 
and two beans could be bought for 15 
cents.

A Resolution in Favor of the Free Coinage 
of the Products of American Mines 
Adopted—Adjourned 
Sine Die.

(Neb.,) Oct. 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Transmississippi 
Congréss devoted its morning session to 
a discnssion of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, that we petition the President 
and Congress of the United States to once 
more attempt to bring about the inter- 
national recognition and adjustment of 
silver as money, andshould this effort fail 
that.a limited agreement be sought with 
nations of the Latin Union whereby the 
mints of those nations may again be open 
for the coinage of silver. 

Resolved, that we Congress to 
continue, and if possible, to complete nego- 
tiations with Spanish-American nations for 
a common currency for this continent 
south of the Dominion. 

Senator Warren of Wyoming, Senator 
McGinnis.of Montana and Gov. Fish- 
back spoke in favor of the resolutions. 
and were followed by A. P. Hopkins of 
-Omaha in opposition. The debate was 
still in progress when an adjournment 
was taken at noon. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion it was announced that the. next 
meeting of the congress would be held 
in New Orleans, February 13 to 16

kota (10 yotes,) and Utah. The nays 
were; Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Louisiana, -Minnesota, Montana, Ne- 
braska (6 votes,) Texas (1 vote.) 

The report of the committee urging 
upon Congress the practicability and 
necessity of encouraging the reclamation 
of arid lands by irrigation was adopted. 

A resolution calling upon Congress to 
protect owners of mineral lands in Ari- 
zona, Utah, New Mexico, California, 
Colorado, Nevada, etc., against possi- 
ble loss from the encroachment of rail- 
road grants, was,adopted. 

An interesting debate arose over a 
resolution by Miller of Nebraska de- 
claring that, the interstate commerce 
law was a hindrance to interstate com- 
merce and should be repealed. He 
spoke at length on’the subject and re- 
ferred to visionary schemes to which 
the .people resorted for relief.

With this money there will be can- 
celled over $259,000,000 of bonded debt, 
and notwithstanding all this we have lefta ~- 
sufficient sum to disarm all fear of an 
empty treasury. It has been falsely 
charged that the Secretary instructed his 
subordinates to delay, settlements and in 
every conceivable manner avoid payment 
of money out of the Treasury, so anxious 
are they to convince the country of the 
extravagance of the ‘billion dollar Con-, 
gress.’

Mrs. Lona J. Ingalls died very suddenly 


- @arly Wednesday evening at her home on 


South Vernon avenue. Coroner Weldon 
was notified, and he came to Pasadena yes- 
terday morning to inquire into the cause of 
the woman's death. 


At 11 o'clock an inquest was held at Pea- 


body's undertaking rooms. The following 
gentlemen were called upon to act as jur- 
ors: G. E. Meharry, Cal Hartwell, E. H. 
Royce, Cyrus Matthews, George F. Granger 
and J. H. Snyder. Mrs. M. A. Sutherland 
was the first witness. She testified that she 
was a neighbor and a friend of the de- 
ceased. Wednesday afternoon, in company 
with Miss Andreas, she visited Mrs. Ingalis, 
who seemed to be enjoying her usual 
health, The visitors were pressed to stay 
for supper, and did so. Aftersupper Mrs. 

alls took up her violin and played and 
sang for some minutes. She suddenly com- 
plained of feeling ill, and went into the 
next room to take adose of medicine, con- 
sisting of a mixture of peppermint: and 
ether. This relieved her. She said she 
thought the trouble had been caused by 
eating too heartily, and nothing more was 
thought of lt. 

She then took up the violin again and 
played for about ten minutes, when she 
ceased. Her head began to move 
strangely to and fro, and her guests knew 
at once that something was wrong. They 
gan to her side just in time to prevent her 
falling, and ina moment she had expired 
fn their arms without speaking a word. 
Death seemed to be almost instantaneous 
and painless. Mrs. Sutherland testified 
that the deceased had once been addicted 
to the morphine habit, but had not used the 
drug to the best of her knowledge, for some 
time past. Her habit was to take the drug

The Celebrated Burdick Mandamus 
Case to be Dismissed. 


A Suit in Which All Pomona was Inter- 
ested—The Various Issues Involved 
— Building on the Increase 
—Briefs.

The mandamus case of Cyrus Burdick vs. 
the Board of Trustees will be dismissed to- 
day by stipulation of the attorneys on both 
sides. This is a suit in which all Pomona 
has taken a deep interest, as it involves the 
‘factional fights about prohibition and high 
license. The case originated in the result 
of the spring election for Councilmen. 
This election was the first held under the 
division of the city into wards, and in the 
First Ward there was a tie between Cyrus 
Burdick, high license candidate, and W. M. 
Woody, prohibition candidate, and incum- 
bent at the time. In addition to Mr. 
Woody there were two prohibition mem- 
bers and there were but two high license 
members, thus giving the place contended 
for the deciding vote. Cyrus Burdick in- 
stituted a mandamus suit to compel the 
City Council to call a new election, which it 
had refused to do, acting under the advice 
of the es 5 Attorney. He advised that the 
board had no power under the charter to 
call an election, and also contended in the 
suit that the ward division ordinance was 
invalid because it failed to fix or establish 
the boundaries of the First and Fifth 
wards. The issue upon the duty of the 
Council to call an election was decided by 
the Superior Court in favor of the plaint- 
iff. The issue on the proposftion of the 
ward division has not yet been tried by the 
courts. ‘The plaintiff's attorneys say that 
the case could not be disposed of before 
spring, and thatit would be July by the 
time an election could be held, leaving about 
six months for a new councilman to hold. 
In view of this they think that, though they 
have a just case, the short time until a reg- 
ular election, and the outlay of $1000 that 
would be required to carry the case 
through, justifies them in having the case 
dismissed. The counsel for the defense 
claims that the case has been dismissed be- 
cause the plaintiff finds that he standsa 

or chance of winning the suit. The de- 

ense had about twenty witnesses living in 
the neighborhood of the disputed or unde- 
fined boundary. 
. The withdrawal of the case leaves the 
case as it was, with the prohibition wing in 
possession of the fleld and the legal ques- 
tion unsettled.

A lawsuit of unusualimportance and in- 
volving several intricate legal propositions 
was heard in Justice Crane’s court yes- 
terday. 

The case is destined doubtless to become 
one of much notoriety. | 
asuit against W. H. Wheaton, jus- 
tice of the peace of the second township of 
this county and police judge of this city. 
Henry Sturges is the plaintiff in the case, 
and the complaintisa somewhat ‘‘corky”’ 
document and makes some leading allega- 
tions, allof which are denied by the de- 
fendant, 3 

This suit grows out of the peculiar busi-. 
iness methods of one James Simmons, a 
gentleman who gained considerable unde- 
sirable notoriety in this community d6ver 
amore or less famous refrigerator. Mr. 


‘Simmons grew reckless and made several 


debts here which he failed to liquidate and 
the result was several attachments suits 
were instituted against him and his two 
horses ‘became objects of great solicitude 
to some of his leading creditors. 

The first of these suits was be by W. 
S. Gerow to recover the sum of $40.50 and 
an attachment was placed on the two horses. 
The next was by E. C. Roeder for $50.70. 

Henry Sturges the plaintiffin the present 
action, also had a claim of $60, more or 
less, against the festive Simmons, and he 
entered into an agreement with the said 
Simmons whereby he was to pay off the 
claims of Gerow and Roeder and take the 
horses in satisfaction of his claim. 

In pursuance of this understanding, Mr. 
Sturges went to Judge Wheaton, who had 
issued the writs of attachment in favor of 
Gerow and Roeder, and made a payment to 
him of $40, with the express understand- 
ing, so Sturges alleges in his complaint, 
that at least one of the horses, then in the 
hands of Constable Crabb, should be re- 
leased and turned over to the said Sturges. 
When the plaintiff in this case did apply to 
the officer, he foundto his astonishment 
that Edwards & Co., another creditor of 
Simmons, had ‘‘gotin their work,’’ and had 
another attachment for these same horses, 
and therefore the. officer very naturally re- 
fused toturn either of them over to Sturges. 
The latter then returned immediately, sohe 
says, to Judge Wheaton and asked for the 
return of his $40 and was refused. All this 
happened about the first of June. On the 
6th of June last, Mr. Sturges served the de- 
fendant with a written request to return 
the $40 to him (Sturges), but no attention 
was paid to said notice, but the money was 
turned over to Mr. Gerow, who instituted 
the first attachment suit against Simmons, 
and there the matter rested until July 23 
last when Mr. Sturges began the present 
suit to recover the $40 paid to Judge 
Wheaton in the manner recited above;'::) » 

The contention of the plaintiff in this 
case is that Judge Wheaton, in accepting 
Sturges’s $40 did so wilfully and ma- 
Hiciously, and that in consequence 
quence thereof the said laintiff 
has been defrauded out of his hard-earned 
coin; and that the reason why Judge 
Wheaton should be held responsible for 
this $40, which really went to Mr. Gerow, 
is that he knew of the writ of attachment 
of Edwards & Co., when he accepted 
Sturges's $40, from the fact that on the 
evening prior to his acceptance of this 
money he had issued the said writ himself, 
and thatthis proceeding was unknown to 
the plaintiff. Evidence was heard on both 
sides, and the case was taken under advise- 
ment by Justice Crane. 

No case like it has ever been heard and 
determined in the courts here, and it is now 
asserted that no matter which way the 
case is decided, it willbe appealed to the 
Superior Court. 

The plaintiff in the case is represented by”

has a long list of lawyers, comprising such 
an array of legal talent as has seldom or 
never been identified with a case in the 
courts of this county.

After Talking Over Matters at Length, a 
Final Adjournment Taken Last

The lower floor of Hazard’s Pavilion 
was completely filled yesterday morn- 
ing when the convention of the People’s 
party was called to order, there being 
between 500 and 600 people in attend- 
ance. Most of those present were.mem- 
bers of the Farmers’ Alliance, and there 
was a fair proportion of women among 
the delegates, who apparently took as 
much interest in the proceedings as 
those of the sterner sex who were pres- 
ent. 
_ Mottoes painted on paper | shields 
were hung under the flies on the stage, 
but there was little attempt at decora- 
tion. Placards designated the positions 
of the various delegations. 

Promptly at 10 ~o’clock State Presi- 
dent Cannon appeared on the stage and 
called the convention to order, say- 
ing he had been selected by the National 
Committee to perform this service. He 
then read the formal call, and an- 
nounced that it was in order to nomin- 
ate a temporary chairman. The call 
included the Farmers’ Alliance, Colored 
Farmers’ Alliance, Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, and other agricultural, labor 
and reform associations. The purposes 
of this convention. are toform a Peo- 
ple’s party for the State, adopt a State 
platform, appoint a State Central Com- 
mittee and organize in district and 
county committees. There will be no 
ticket nominated, this being deferred 
till February 22 next, when there will 
be a State ticket nominated for the pur- 
poses of the next State campaign. 

F’. Gardner was then placed in nomi- 
nation for temporary chairman, and 
unanimously elected, as were also B. W. 
Batchelor of San Francisco, secretary. 
and C. M. Fairbanks of Los Angeles, as 
assistant secretary.
